A Pioneer, Fireman, Journalist and 


Politician. 


SAN FKAXCIECO, June 25.—Marcna I), 


Boruck is dead after a severe illness. 
He waa a prominent man in this city. 
He came hem in 18;iO from .New York, 
hia native state, and waa for a lew years 
employer! in the custom house. He wag 
secretary of the old volunteer fire de- 
partment and represented California 
engine No. -1 in the board of lit legates. 
He retained his membership in com- 
pany 4 until the volunteer department 
was mustered out. 


The deceased founded the Fii-<'ii<un's 


Juiinml with George M. Chase in April, 
1855. The little weekly was four veara 
later merged into HIP Xn>rif..;' !!:•• Times. 
In l.%7 Chase withdrew from the paper, 
and from tiiat time until his death Mr. 
Boruck kept up its publication.

A Loa Angelea reporter who wished to 


investigate the conduct of an insane 
asylum had himself arrested for insan- 
ity. Two doctors examined him, looked 
•wise and duly announced that the re- 
porter waa a lunatic. 
Thereupon a 


judge sentenced him to confinement in 
tho fiaylnm. Afterwards the judge as- 
certained how he had been "played," 
called the reporter before him and sen- 
tenced him to pay ix fine of $200 or go to 
jail for 100 days for contempt of court. 


\Ve take it that the judge acted 


strictly within his rights, but the case 
naturally raises the 
question, How 


much do physicians know about the ter- 
rible disease called insanity? Here pre- 
sumably were two physicians of good 
standing iu their profesaiou—they were 
selected by an officer oi the court—and 
they probably know aa much about in- 
sanity as the average doctor. Yet a 
perfectly eane man was able to deceive 
them into certifying that he was a 
lunatic. 


Now notice another phase of the case: 


Suppose that a man were on trial for 
murder, and he pleaded insanity aa a 
defense. These doctors—eapecially if 
thev had happened to aerve in an insane 
asylum at some time in their lives- 
might have been aummoned to give evi- 
dence as experts. They would have 
teatiiied with 
professional 
certainty 


that the man waa or was not insane; 
the jury would have listened with def- 
erence approaching reverence, and a 
human being's life might have depend- 
ed on their wisdom—on the wisdom of 
two doctors who sent a sane man to a 
lunatic asylum. 


We imagine that the Los Angeles case 


is R pretty fair illnstration of the cer- 
tainty (or lack of it) with which any 
man, be he doctor or something else, 
'can judge of anything short of acute 
mania. 
We believe that there is a 


borderland between sanity and lunacy 
where no man ia capable of satisfactorily 
judging whether the diaeaae exists. 
Clearly, too, if there be such a debat- 
able ground, it is precisely on it that a 
majority of men who urge insanity as a 
defense in criminal cases stand, if they 
are insane at all. It follows—what the 
common sense of mankind long ago 
taught many men to believe—that ex- 
pert evidence in auch cases is generally 
a humbug. Ae proof that this theory is 
true note the fact that doctors can be, 
obtained in almoat or quite any case to 
awear pro or con a defendant's nanity. 


The reporter's experiment concerning 


medical knowledge of insanity probably 
could bo successfully repeated in any 
county of Urn or any other etato.

The limits of the 
iire are confined to houses immediately 
about the burned territory. The flames 
are now within 100 yards of the railroad 
yard and ollices, and it in anticipated 
they will be destroyed. Over 100 fam- 
ilies have loat their" homes and all they 
possess. A large number of horses 
wore burned in their stables. 


The big brick wineries and the rail 


road ollicea are what saved tho day for 
the firemen. The flames were checked 
by these structures, anil ihe fireman had 
a chance to do some work. Now that 
the tire is going back over the burned 
territory the firemen are paying no at- 
tention to it, but are watching the big 
buildings that seem to be in danger. It 
is not believed that the loss will be BO 
great as at iirst estimated. Probably 
11,000,000 will cover it. his nearly all 
total loss, however.as,owing to thedan- 
erous district, insurance rates have 
sen so high that insurance waa almost 
ohibitive.

He thinks a 
great deal ofhis little mountain ranch, 
and hia curiosity' to know something 
auonl it aiid also to hear something 
of- isis'wiie anl children has been the 
"cause of his falling again into the hands 
of the oflicers. Lawson'a capture, after 
his tirel escape from jail was due to hia 
indiscretion in talking about his ranch.

"The poison we used at that time was 


a composition of: 


30 pounds of middlings. 
25 pounds of bran. 
25 pounds oi arsenic. 
1 gallon of water. 
3 gallons of molasses. 
"This must be thoroughly mixed so 


that every particleof bran anO middlings 
receive a portion of tbe arsenic. 


"The mixture is applied by putting a 


tablespoonful oi it at the foot of each 
vine. The grasshoppers, before reach- 
ing tbe leaves, are attracled by the 
smell of tbe mixture and will eat it in 
preference to the leaves, and in a very 
short time the ground will be found cov- 
ered with dead hoppers. 
. 
"The grasshoppers generally travel m 


a straight line and eat the vines in rows, 
so that if the poison is applied on three 
or four rows of the vines, those three or 
four protected rows will prevent the 
spread of the pests into the body of tbe 
vineyard. 
. . 
"Last Monday I sent up forty sackaof 


the mixture and the same was immedi- 
ately applied. Today I had the pleas- 
ure of receiving a letter from the super- 
intendent informing me that the |>rass- 
honners are being rapidly killed in 
large numbers, and that the mixture 
had again proved thoroughly effective. 


"1 would suggest that every ranch 


owner in the state be prepared to imme- 
diataly apply the mixture as soon as the 
grasshoppers appeal^

While in Olarks- 
bur« Mr. Pollasky organized an oil 
confpanv to operate a IM-acro field 
overlooked by the Standard Od Com- 
pany, lie spys that a year aim a rich 
well w-is struck on the border of this 
field by private parties. Tlie territory 
waa sold to the Standard Company, 
which plugged the well for future use. 
A coal company, controlling 60,000 acres 
of coal land on the line of the new rail- 
road was another result of his visit in 
Clarksburg, and he also has an option 
on a 10,000-acie coal field in Preston 
county. 
"I propose to make things bnzz in 


central West Virginia," says Mr. lol- 
lasky. "That country hM been asleep 
for years, and ita riches have been filed 
awav for future use by the B. & 0. cora- 
panv. I propose to open them up to 
the world. 1 have snthc.ient interestsm 
that countrv now to occupy my spare 
time, and while I propose to continue 
tbe practice of law in Chicago I mtend 
to build a home among the hills of West 
Virginia and go down there occasionally 
to rest. West Virginia, you understand, 
s only eighteen hours from Chicago, 
and ia'mertiy iu the suburbs of the big 
town." 
Mr Pollasky has been conspicuously 


before the Cbic««o public for a year as 
the projector of the >iorth Chicago ele- 
vated railroad. The proposed plan of 
building and operating this road is m 
line with the work of Chicago's civic 
federation, which moral body of citizens 
has been unsuccessfully trying to re- 
form the ungodly town lor years. Mr 
Pollasky's company proposes to build 
ai,d operate the road under stu-li condi- 
tions that the city will eventually own 
the property, ano at all times share iu 
the profits.

Mr. Pollasky is a high type of tbe 


modern hustler, and he is at all times 
liable to be heard from. He is a ycara 
old, was born in Detroit and "raised 
in the village of Alma, llich.

ASBESTOS MINES. 


Probability 
of 
Development in 


Fresno and Madera Counties. 


Parties interested in the asbestos busi- 


ness have recently been in tliid county 
examining deposits of that mineral with 
a view of opening the mines. It Is not 
yet known what will lid done. 


There are two valuable deposits of 


thia mineral within thirty-live miles of 
this city. Oce is on Drv creek, about 
six miles below the Toll (louse; the 
other is on Fine Gold in Madera county. 
Neither deposit has been worked, but 
tbeie is enough of the mineral in sight 
to render it certain that tbe mines would 
prove well nigh exhauetlefs. 


The company which has been making 


inquiries is eni-a-ji-d in mining aalestos 
in ^an Diego county. At their mines in 
that place they pay $ti per ton for haul- 
ing bv tt-auia to ihc railroad. Tlie mine 
iu Madura county lies about seventeen 
miles iruni the railroad at Pollasky. 1 he 
hauling would not COH! more than *3 
per ton. This woiil.l be a saving of no 
small figure, compared with the San 
llieno mine.
